US-lsrael ties at AIPAC conference

Kerry defends Israel before UN 
human rights panel in Geneva

GENEVA - Secretary of 
State John Kerry came to 
the defense of Israel before 
a U.N. human rights body 
Monday, saying that the 
“unbalanced focus” on Is¬ 
rael was undermining the 
organization’s credibility. 

“It must be said that the 
HRC’s obsession with Israel 
risks undermining the cred¬ 
ibility of the entire organi¬ 
zation,” Kerry said, using 
an abbreviation for the Hu¬ 
man Rights Council. 

The Obama administration 
has sought in recent days 
to portray itself as a staunch 
supporter of Israel's secu¬ 
rity, even as it has differed 
sharply with Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu over 
the merits of the potential 
deal that would limit Iran's 
nuclear program. 

Susan E. Rice, President 
Barack Obama’s national 
security adviser, is expect¬ 
ed to deliver that message 
in her appearance Mon¬ 
day at a conference or¬ 
ganized by the American 
Israel Public Affairs Com¬ 
mittee. 

Kerry sought to bolster that 
position in his address, em¬ 
phasizing that the United 
States “will oppose any ef¬ 
fort by any group or par¬ 
ticipant in the U.N. system 
to arbitrarily and regularly 
delegitimize or isolate Is¬ 
rael.” 

U.S. officials are particularly 
concerned that a U.N. in¬ 
quiry into the 2014 conflict 
in Gaza may be biased 
and could be used by crit¬ 
ics to try to isolate Israel, 
politically or economically. 
“Our hope is that the coun¬ 


cil will continue to shift its 
focus away from Israel 
and really focus on the 
bad human rights violators 
throughout the world,” a 
senior State Department 
official told reporters Sun¬ 
day, referring to nations 
like Syria and North Korea, 
which Kerry has singled out 
for ifs “appalling" human 
rights record. 

For all his support of Israel, 
however, Kerry warned in 
a news conference after 
his speech against selec¬ 
tive leaks of the nuclear 
talks, saying that could 
complicate unfinished ne¬ 
gotiations. Kerry did not say 
specifically who he feared 
mighf reveal the details, 
but it seemed clear that he 
was referring to Netanyahu 
and his aides. 

After providing his de¬ 
fense of Israel, Kerry leff for 
Montreux, Switzerland, and 
a negotiating session with 
Mohammad Javad Zarif, 
the Iranian foreign minister. 
Iran has yet to respond to 
questions posed by the In¬ 
ternational Atomic Energy 
Agency about suspected 
work on nuclear weapon 
designs, Kerry said, or ac¬ 
cept all of the verification 
measures that would be 
needed to strictly monitor 
the accord. 

“Iran needs to answer 
those questions, and Iran 
needs to give confidence 
to the world,” Kerry said. 
Making a point that the 
Iranian leadership has em¬ 
phasized in recent weeks, 
Zarif said Tehran was insist¬ 
ing that economic sanc¬ 
tions be lifted quickly if an 
accord is reached. □

WASHINGTON (AP) — Ben¬ 
jamin Netanyahu and U.S. 
officials cast their dispute 
over Iran as a family squab¬ 
ble on Monday, but the 
Israeli leader still claimed 
that President Barack 
Obama did not — and 
could not — understand his 
nation’s vital security con¬ 
cerns. 

“American leaders worry 
about the security of their 
country,” Netanyahu said 
as he opened a contro¬ 
versial trip to Washington. 
“Israeli leaders worry about 
the survival of their coun¬ 
try.” 

Netanyahu's remarks to 
a friendly crowd at a pro- 


Israel lobby’s annual con¬ 
ference amounted to a 
warm-up act for his address 
fo Congress Tuesday, an 
appearance orchestrafed 
by Obama's polifical oppo¬ 
nents and aimed squarely 
at undermining the White 
House's high-stakes bid for 
a nuclear deal with Iran. 
Netanyahu tried to paper 
over his personal differenc¬ 
es with Obama, insisting he 
was not in Washington to 
“disrespect” the president 
and saying that any reports 
of the demise of U.S.-lsrael 
ties were “not only prema¬ 
ture, they're just wrong." 
Still, Netanyahu made 


clear that he would not 
hold back in criticizing the 
U.S.-led nuclear negotia¬ 
tions with Iran. 

“I have a moral obligation 
to speak up in the face of 
these dangers while there 
is still time to avert them,” 
he told the cheering crowd 
of 16,000 at the American 
Israel Public Affairs Com¬ 
mittee conference. He 
said Israel had a unique 
understanding of the secu¬ 
rity concerns posed by any 
Iranian pursuit of a nuclear 
bomb because of its posi¬ 
tion in a “dangerous neigh¬ 
borhood." 

As Netanyahu spoke. Sec¬ 
retary of State John Kerry 
was in Switzerland opening 
another round of talks with 
Iran, as the parties try to 


cobble together a frame¬ 
work agreement before 
an end-of-March deadline. 
Obama views the prospect 
of a nuclear accord with 
Iran as a central compo¬ 
nent of his foreign policy 
legacy — as much as Ne¬ 
tanyahu views blocking 
such a deal as a compo¬ 
nent of his own. 

Netanyahu has been wary 
of Obama’s diplomatic 
pursuits with Iran from the 
start, fearing the U.S. will 
leave Tehran on the cusp 
of being able to build a 
bomb. As the outlines of a 
deal have emerged and 
the deadline has drawn 


near, his criticism has be¬ 
come more forceful. 

U.S. officials have reported 
progress toward a pro¬ 
spective agreement that 
would freeze Iran’s nucle¬ 
ar program for af least 10 
years but allow the Iranians 
to slowly ramp up in later 
years. Netanyahu has said 
that framework suggests 
the U.S. and its partners 
have “given up” on stop¬ 
ping Iran from getting a 
bomb. 

In response, Kerry has said 
America’s major historic 
support of Israel suggests 
Washington deserves 
the benefit of the doubt. 
While Obama and Netan¬ 
yahu have never gotten 
along personally, the rift 
over Iran has sunk their re¬ 


lationship to a new low. The 
White House has criticized 
the prime minister's address 
to Congress as a breach of 
diplomatic protocol and, 
officials have publicly ques¬ 
tioned his judgment on the 
merits of the Iran deal. 
Obama has no plan to 
meet with Netanyahu this 
week, citing Israel’s March 
17 elections and longstand¬ 
ing U.S. policy to avoid ap¬ 
pearing to play favorites in 
foreign voting. 

Netanyahu's remarks at 
AIPAC were bracketed by 
speeches from a pair of se¬ 
nior U.S. officials: Samantha 
Power and Susan Rice. □

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Obama: ‘Now is the moment’ for US police to make changes

WASHINGTON (AP) — U S. 

President Barack Obama 
said Monday that the 
deaths of unarmed black 
men in Missouri and New 
York show that law enforce¬ 
ment needs to change 
practices to build trust in 
minority communities, with 
a White House task force 


recommending indepen¬ 
dent outside investigations 
when policeuse deadly 
force. 

The president said the 
deaths of Michael Brown 
in Ferguson, Missouri, and 
Eric Garner in New York 
City exposed “deep rooted 
frustration in many commu¬ 
nities of color around the 
need for fair and just law 
enforcement.” He said a 


policing task force that he 
appointed found it's im¬ 
portant for police and the 
communities they cover to 
improve cooperation. 

“The moment is now 
for us to make these chang¬ 
es," Obama said from 
the White House during a 
meeting with members of 
the task force, who worked 
for three months to devel¬ 
op the recommendations. 


“We have a great 
opportunity coming 
out of some great 
conflict and tragedy 
to really transform 
how we think about 
community law en¬ 
forcement relations 
so that everybody 
feels safer and our 
law enforcement of¬ 
ficers feel — rather 
than being embat¬ 
tled — feel fully sup¬ 
ported. We need to 
seize that opportu¬ 
nity.” 

Obama said the task 
force found great in¬ 
terest in developing 
best practices for 
police training to re¬ 
duce bias and help 
officers deal with 
stressful situations. 
He recognized a 
particularly contro¬ 
versial recommen¬ 
dation would be the 
need for indepen¬ 
dent investigations 
in fatal police shootings. 
“The importance of making 
sure that there’s a sense 
of accountability when in 
fact law enforcement is 
involved in a deadly shoot¬ 
ing is something that I think 
communities across the 
board are going to be con¬ 
sidering,” Obama said. 

The task force echoed calls 
from officials including At¬ 
torney General Eric Holder 


and FBI Director James 
Comey for more complete 
record-keeping about the 
numbers of police-involved 
shootings across the U.S. 
Such data is currently re¬ 
ported by local law en¬ 
forcement on a voluntary 
basis, and there is no cen¬ 
tral or reliable repository for 
those statistics. “There’s no 
reason for us not to have 
this data available,” said 
Philadelphia Police Com¬ 
missioner Charles Ramsey, 
a co-chair, who said he 
was surprised to learn that 
there were no reliable re¬ 
cords kept. “Now that we 
know that this does not ex¬ 
ist, it is our responsibility to 
do everything we can to 
develop that information.” 
The task force held seven 
public hearings that includ¬ 
ed testimony from more 
than 100 people. The panel 
also met with leaders of 
groups advocating for the 
rights of blacks, Hispanics, 
Asians, veterans, gays, the 
disabled and others. 

Laurie Robinson, a profes¬ 
sor at George Mason Uni¬ 
versity and co-chair of the 
task force, told reporters 
the type of community-po¬ 
lice relations envisioned by 
the report does not hap¬ 
pen quickly. 

“It takes time, it takes re¬ 
lationship-building and 
it doesn’t happen over¬ 
night,” she said.Q 


Cleveland leaders apologize over blaming boy for own death 


CLEVELAND (AP) — Cleve¬ 
land’s mayor apologized 
on Monday after the city’s 
lawyers suggested in court 
documents that a 12-year- 
old boy who had a pellet 
gun when he was shot by 
police died as a result of his 
own actions. 

Mayor Frank Jackson said 
the city’s response to a fed¬ 
eral lawsuit filed on behalf 
of Tamir Rice’s family was 


poorly worded and offen¬ 
sive. “We used words and 
we phrased things in such 
a way that was very insen¬ 
sitive,” the mayor said. 

The court documents filed 
late last week by the city 
said Tamir’s injuries and the 
subsequent complaints for 
damages stemmed from 
his actions and failure “to 
exercise due care to avoid 
injury.” It similarly said the 


“injuries, losses and dam¬ 
ages” cited for his relatives 
in the complaint “were 
directly and proximately 
caused by their own acts," 
not by the city. 

Jackson said that he's talk¬ 
ed with representatives of 
Tamir’s family, and that the 
city plans to alter the word¬ 
ing in the documents within 
the next three weeks. 

The city said in response 


to the federal lawsuit that 
it didn’t violate Tamir's 
federal rights and that it 
is entitled to certain legal 
immunities. Tamir was shot 
in the abdomen by an of¬ 
ficer responding to a call 
about someone with a fire¬ 
arm near a recreation cen¬ 
ter on Nov. 22. The officer 
fired within two seconds 
of the police car stopping 
nearby, and the confronta¬ 


tion was captured on sur¬ 
veillance video. Tamir had 
been carrying what turned 
out to be an airsoft-type 
gun that shoots non-lethal 
plastic pellets. 

The Cuyahoga County 
sheriff's department is in¬ 
vestigating the shooting. 
A prosecutor has prom¬ 
ised that a grand jury will 
consider whether the case 
merits criminal charges.Q

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Po¬ 
lice fatally shot a homeless 
man during a “brutal” vid¬ 
eotaped struggle in which 
a rookie officer cried out 
that the man had hold of 
his gun before three other 
officers opened fire, the Los 
Angeles police chief said 
Monday. 

Chief Charlie Beck’s ac¬ 
count of the incident, in¬ 
cluding photos showing the 
condition of the gun, was 
rare 24 hours after a shoot¬ 
ing involving an officer. It 
comes amid heightened 
attention to killings by po¬ 
lice that have led to pro¬ 
tests, some violent, across 
the United States. 

Beck said video showed the 
man reaching toward the 
officer's waistband. The of¬ 
ficer's gun was found partly 
cocked and jammed with 
a bullet in the chamber 
and another in the ejection 
port, indicating a struggle 
for the weapon. 

“You can hear the young 
officer who was primarily 
engaged in the confronta¬ 
tion saying that ‘He has my 
gun. He has my gun,’” Beck 
said. “He says it several

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Senator Barbara Mikulski of Maryland set to retire

WASHINGTON - Sen. Barba¬ 
ra A. Mikulski, the animated 
and occasionally irascible 
Democrat from Maryland 
who rose from being a 
community organizer to 
become the longest-serv¬ 
ing woman in Congress, 
announced Monday that 
she would retire when her 
term ends in 2017. 

The surprising decision 
came just a few months 
after Republicans gained 
control of the Senate, re¬ 


ducing Mikulski from chair¬ 
woman to of the powerful 
Appropriations Commit¬ 
tee, where she had been 
the first woman to lead the 
panel, to ranking member. 
Mikulski, 78, announced her 
decision to not seek a sixth 
term in Baltimore. Mikulski 
said she wanted to spend 
the next two years in Con¬ 
gress focusing on her work 
instead of raising money 
and campaigning. 

“Do I spend my time raising 
money or do I spend my 
time raising hell?” she said 


at the news conference 
in the Fells Point neighbor¬ 
hood, the original port area 
of Baltimore, noting her 
sometimes combative leg¬ 
islative style that has served 
her well over decades in 
a body that has become 
increasingly partisan and 
gridlocked. 

Her decision comes at a 
time when Maryland Dem¬ 
ocrats are struggling to re¬ 
focus after a shocking loss 
of its governorship to Re¬ 
publicans last year. 

“Every day, I want to wake 


up thinking about you, the 
little guys and gals, the wa¬ 
termen, automobile work¬ 
ers, researchers, small-busi¬ 
ness owners and families,” 
Mikulski said Monday. “I 
want to give you 120 per¬ 
cent of my time with all of 
my energy focused on you 
and your futures.” 

Mikulski, a former so¬ 
cial worker who climbed 
through Maryland's politi¬ 
cal system over the course 
of several decades, served 
as a mentor to women of 
both parties, organizing 
monthly dinners to talk work 
and family. She was one of 
only two women in the Sen¬ 
ate when she took office in 
1987, and she used that ex¬ 
perience to build a base of 
female power in the Capi¬ 
tol. 

“To me, she has been an 
extraordinary role model, 
a wonderful mentor, and a 
close friend,” said Sen. Su¬ 
san Collins, R-Maine, one 
of the 20 women serving in 
the Senate. “I will miss her 
strong leadership, good 
humor, intelligence and 
integrity. Among potential 
replacements for Mikulski 

- who handily won re-elec¬ 
tion the last time she ran 

- are Reps. Chris Van Hol- 
len, Elijah E. Cummings and 
Donna Edwards, although 
the party also could try to 
press Martin O’Malley, the 
former Maryland governor 
who is considering a White 
House bid in 2016, to run for 
the seat. 

There will no doubt be some 
pressure on the Democrat¬ 
ic state party to find anoth¬ 


er woman to run. Maryland 
does not have an African- 
American elected to state 
office, a hope dashed last 
year when Lt. Gov. Antho¬ 
ny G. Brown was beaten 
in an upset by Republican 
Larry Hogan in the race for 
governor. 

But the fact that Mikul¬ 
ski served so long and the 
absence of a Democrat in 
the governor’s office could 
make the process a bit of a 
free for all. 

“There is, in some sense, 
pent up demand among 
a lot of people,” said John 
T. Willis professor of govern¬ 
ment and public policy Uni¬ 
versity of Baltimore. “There 
could be a real domino 
effect and when you say, 
‘Who is the ideal demo¬ 
graphic of the candidate?' 
there is no one who can 
control that. I think it is to¬ 
tally wide open." 

At least one Republican 
- Rep. Andy Harris - is very 
likely to consider a run. 
Mikulski was elected to the 
House in 1976 and to the 
Senate a decade later. In 
2012, she surpassed Rep. 
Edith Nourse Rogers, R- 
Mass., as the longest-serv¬ 
ing woman in Congress. 
Mikulski was devoted to 
increasing the number of 
female Democrats in Con¬ 
gress, and maintaining an 
informal working group of 
women from both parties 
in the Senate, a rarefied 
group. Sen. Barbara Boxer, 
D-Calif., has said she too 
will not seek another term 
when her current one ends 
in 20160

Consumer spending, adjusted for inflation, rose in January

WASHINGTON (AP) — U S. 

consumers spent less for 
a second consecutive 
month in January, but the 
weakness came from a 
big decline in gas prices. 
Excluding price changes, 
consumer spending was 
up in January and ana¬ 
lysts expect strong income 
gains will fuel further solid 
increases in spending in the 
months ahead. 

Consumer spending de¬ 
clined 0.2 percent in Janu¬ 
ary following a 0.3 percent 
drop in December, the 
Commerce Department 
reported Monday. But the 
weakness in both months 
was heavily influenced by 
big declines in gas prices. 
Excluding price changes, 
consumer spending rose 
0.3 percent in January and 
would have been down a 
smaller 0.1 percent in De¬ 
cember. 

Income grew 0.3 percent 
in January as wages and 
salaries increased a strong 
$42.4 billion and excluding 
inflation, after-tax incomes 
shot up 0.9 percent, the 
best showing in two years. 
Analysts expect that solid 
job gains and low unem¬ 
ployment will bolster con¬ 


sumer spending and lift 
economic growth this year 
to what they predict will be 
the fastest pace in a de¬ 
cade. 

“Even though households 
didn’t take full advantage 
of their savings on gasoline 
in January, they still have 
a lot of scope to increase 
real consumption in the first 
half of the year,” said Paul 
Ashworth, chief U.S. econo¬ 
mist at Capital Economics. 


The combination of falling 
spending and rising income 
translated into an increase 
in the personal saving rate, 
which climbed to 5.5 per¬ 
cent of after-tax income, 
up from 5 percent in De¬ 
cember and the highest 
level since late 2012. 
Inflation, as measured by 
a gauge tied to consumer 
spending, fell 0.5 percent in 
January, reflecting the big 
drop in energy prices. Over

the past year, inflation is up 
just 0.2 percent, well below 
the Fed’s 2 percent infla¬ 
tion target. 

Fed Chair Janet Yellen told 
Congress last week that 
the central bank will need 
to be confident that infla¬ 
tion will rise back to the 2 
percent over the medium 
term before starting to raise 
interest rates. Many econo¬ 
mists expect the first Fed 
rate hike will occur in June 


or September. 

The January report is the first 
look at consumer spending 
for the first quarter of this 
year. Economists examine 
consumer spending closely 
since it accounts for 70 per¬ 
cent of economic activity. 
The government last week 
revised its estimate for over¬ 
all economic growth as 
measured by the gross do¬ 
mestic product to a slower 
pace of 2.2 percent in the 
October-December quar¬ 
ter, down from an initial esti¬ 
mate of 2.6 percent growth 
in the fourth quarter. 

The downward revision 
reflected less spending 
by businesses to restock 
their inventories and a big¬ 
ger trade deficit than ini¬ 
tially estimated. Consumer 
spending remained strong 
during the fourth quarter, 
rising at an annual rate of 
4.2 percent. That was the 
best showing since early 
2006. 

Economists expect the 
overall growth this year 
will top 3 percent, the best 
performance in a decade. 
That optimism is based on 
a belief that a stronger job 
market will boost incomes 
and that will in turn sup¬ 
port solid gains in consumer 
spendingO 


US construction spending dips down 1.1% in January

WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. 
construction spending fell 
in January, reflecting weak¬ 
ness in spending on office 
buildings and other non- 
residential projects and in 
government activity. 
Construction spending fell 
1.1 percent in January fol¬ 
lowing a revised 0.8 percent 
increase in December, the 


Commerce Department 
reported Monday. 
Spending on home con¬ 
struction rose 0.6 percent 
but spending on nonresi- 
dential projects dropped 
1.6 percent, reflecting de¬ 
clines in hotels, office build¬ 
ings and the category that 
covers shopping centers. 
Spending on government 
projects also declined in 
January, falling 2.8 percent. 


Private economists had 
predicted a small overall 
gain in January. 

The unusually severe 
weather in many parts 
of the country in January 
could have had an impact 
activity. Economists expect 
the weakness will be tem¬ 
porary and are forecasting 
a rebound in activity once 
winter storms stop disrupt¬ 
ing plans. 


In January, spending on 
single-family homes rose 
0.6 percent and spending 
on apartment buildings 
rose an even stronger 1.9 
percent.

MOSCOW (AP) — The 

23-year-old Ukrainian mod¬ 
el who was with slain oppo¬ 
sition leader Boris Nemtsov 
tearfully recounted Mon¬ 
day their last dinner in a 
chic Red Square restaurant 
and their walk onto a near¬ 
by bridge — but said she 
did not see the gunman 
who pulled the trigger. 

The emotional account 
by Anna Duritskaya came 
amid a swirl of speculation 
about who was responsible 
for the high-profile assassi¬ 
nation and what it means 
for Russia. 

While state-run and Krem¬ 
lin-controlled media fo¬ 
cused on a theory that the 
killing was a provocation 
aimed at staining President 
Vladimir Putin, his critics are 


holding the Russian leader 
responsible for creating an 
atmosphere that encour¬ 
aged the crime by fanning 
nationalist, anti-Western 


sentiments and vilifying the 
opposition. 

Duritskaya said she has 
been questioned exten¬ 
sively by authorities. The 
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Ukrainian Foreign Ministry 
said she has flown home 
to her native Ukraine, the 
Interfax news agency re¬ 
ported late Monday. 

In her first public comments 
since the killing, Duritskaya 
said in an interview with 
Russia's independent Do- 
zhd television that she wait¬ 
ed for Nemtsov to meet her 
Friday night at the Bosco 
Cafe, a pricey restaurant 
in the former GUM depart¬ 
ment store on Red Square. 
He had just given a radio 
interview in which he had 
slammed Putin's “mad, ag¬ 
gressive policy” on Ukraine. 
They dined and then 
walked across a bridge 
near St. Basil’s Cathedral, 
heading for Nemtsov's 
apartment across the Mos¬ 
cow River from the Kremlin, 
she said, her eyes welling 
with tears. 

Duritskaya said didn’t see 
the man who shot Nemtsov, 
only a car speeding up. 

“I don’t know where he 


came from, but he was be¬ 
hind,” she said of the gun¬ 
man. “I didn’t see the man. 
I turned round and all I saw 
was a light-colored car. I 
saw neither the brand nor 
the license plate of the car 
that was driving away." 
After Nemtsov was shot, 
she saw a snowplow ap¬ 
proaching them on the 
bridge and she said she 
asked its driver how to call 
police. The driver gave her 
the number, then drove 
away, she added. TV Cen¬ 
ter, a station controlled by 
the Moscow city govern¬ 
ment, broadcast a poor- 
resolution video from a 
web camera that it said 
showed Nemtsov and Du¬ 
ritskaya shortly before he 
was killed.

Russia and Ukraine reach gas 
deal to avoid cuts this month

BRUSSELS (AP) — Russia 
and Ukraine reached an 
agreement late Monday 
to ensure natural gas sup¬ 
plies to war-torn Ukraine for 
the month of March, avert¬ 
ing possible cuts that could 
have hit supplies to the Eu¬ 
ropean Union. 

The two countries have 
fought several gas price 
wars in past years and Mos¬ 
cow had been threaten¬ 
ing to turn off the taps to 
Ukraine on Tuesday unless it 
received outstanding pre¬ 
payments, as agreed in a 
deal they clinched last Oc¬ 
tober, the so-called winter 
package. 

“I am satisfied that we 
managed to safeguard 
the full application of the 


winter package for the 
supply needs in Ukraine,” 
said EU energy chief Ma- 
ros Sefcovic after mediat¬ 
ing emergency talks be¬ 
tween Russian Energy Min¬ 
ister Alexander Novak and 
his Ukrainian counterpart 
Volodymyr Demchyshyn. 
Demchyshyn said that 
both parties had agreed 
“to obey the rules” until the 
end of March. 

Under the deal sealed in 
Brussels, Ukraine’s Naftogaz 
will pre-pay and order suf¬ 
ficient quantities of gas to 
ensure all domestic con¬ 
sumption for March and 
guarantee undisrupted 
supplies to the EU. Gaz¬ 
prom commits to supply a 
set quantity of natural gas 
each day at agreed on 
delivery points.Q

“Right now we are not 
providing any air power to 
support the Iraqi operation 
in the city of Tikrit,” Warren 
told reporters in Washing¬ 
ton.

BAGHDAD (AP) — Backed

large parts of northern Iraq 
from the Sunni extremists. 
Previous attempts to cap¬ 
ture the symbolic city 
have failed, and hours into 
Monday’s operation, the 
military said it still hadn’t 
entered Tikrit, indicating a 
long battle lies ahead. Re¬ 
taking it will help Iraqi forc¬ 
es secure a major supply 
link for any future operation 
to retake Mosul, Iraq's sec¬ 
ond-largest city which has 
been under militant rule 
since June. 

State-run Al-lraqiya televi¬ 
sion said that forces were 
attacking from different 
directions, backed by ar¬ 
tillery and airstrikes by Iraqi 
fighter jets. It said the mili¬ 
tants were dislodged from 


some areas outside the 
city, but several hours into 
the operation, it gave no 
additional details. 

Tikrit, the provincial capital 
of Salauhddin province, 80 
miles (130 kilometers) north 
of Baghdad, fell to the Is¬ 
lamic State group last sum¬ 
mer, along with Mosul and 
other areas in the country's 
Sunni heartland. 

U.S. military officials have 
said a coordinated military 
mission to retake Mosul will 
likely begin in April or May 
and involve up to 25,000 
Iraqi troops. But the Ameri¬ 
cans have cautioned that 
if the Iraqis aren’t ready, 
the offensive could be de¬ 
layed. 

The U.S.-led coalition 
launching airstrikes target¬ 
ing the Islamic State group 
was not involved in the Ti¬ 
krit operation, Iraqi officials 
said. A Pentagon spokes¬ 
man, Army Col. Steve War¬ 
ren, said the U.S. was alert¬ 
ed to the offensive before 
it started Monday but was 
not asked to provide air 
power.

Cuban socialite Natalia Revuelta Clews dies at 89

HAVANA (AP) — Natalia 
Revuelta Clews, the Cu¬ 
ban socialite who emptied 
her bank account and sold 
her diamond jewelry to 
support Fidel Castro when 
he was a little-known insur¬ 
gent, has died. She was 89. 
Revuelta, who first caught 
the eye of the young revo¬ 
lutionary in 1952, opened 
her home for Castro to 
plot a barracks assault the 
following year that is con¬ 
sidered the start of the 
revolution. They later had 
an affair that produced a 
daughter, Alina, who as an 


adult became a harsh crit¬ 
ic of the communist leader 
from exile in Florida. 
Revuelta's caretaker. Car¬ 
men Garcia, told The Asso¬ 
ciated Press that Revuelta 
died Friday and had been 
cremated in a private fam¬ 
ily ceremony. Revuelta’s 
longtime friend Natalia 
Bolivar, a renowned an¬ 
thropologist, said Revuelta 
had been ill after a fall. Re¬ 
vuelta’s family could not 
be reached for comment. 
Revuelta was “one of the 
most exquisitely beauti¬ 
ful women in Cuba and 
a woman with an abnor¬ 
mally sensuous appetite for 
revolution and adventure,” 
Georgie Anne Geyer wrote 
in her biography of Castro, 
“Guerrilla Prince." 

Born Dec. 6, 1925, “Naty” 


Revuelta was an only child 
whose parents divorced 
when she was a toddler. 
Her mother remarried 
when she was 10, to an ex¬ 
ecutive at the U.S.-owned 
Havana Electric Company. 
She attended the Ameri¬ 
can-run Ruston Academy 
in Havana and Mt. St. Jo¬ 
seph’s Academy, a Catho¬ 
lic girls’ school in Chestnut 
Hill, Pennsylvania. She also 
studied business at Marjorie 
Webster College in Wash¬ 
ington before returning to 
Cuba at 19, working first for 
the U.S. Embassy and later 
for Standard Oil. 

Revuelta was 22 when she 


married heart surgeon Or¬ 
lando Fernandez, nearly 20 
years her senior. She gave 
birth to a daughter, Nina, 
and became a fixture of 
Havana’s social scene. She 
belonged to the Havana 
Country Club, played in 
weekly bridge and ten¬ 
nis tournaments and often 
lunched at a yacht club. 
“Blonde, green-eyed, 
buxom and always in exu¬ 
berant spirits, Naty was 
the kind of woman who 
stopped eyes and tongues 
when she entered a room,” 
Geyer wrote in “Guerrilla 
Prince." 

But Revuelta was restless. 
Her husband worked long 
hours and she was tired of 
floating from one cocktail 
party to another, accord¬ 
ing to Wendy Gimble's 


1998 biography, “Havana 
Dreams." She was also un¬ 
fulfilled by motherhood. 
Revuelta began attending 
meetings of the Orthodox 
Party, which opposed cor¬ 
ruption in the government. 
At the time, Castro was 
married to Mirta Diaz- 
Balart, whom he met while 
studying law at the Uni¬ 
versity of Havana. He first 
laid eyes on Revuelta at a 
protest marking the anni¬ 
versary of the 1871 slaying 
of independence-minded 
medical students by Span¬ 
ish soldiers. 

Castro dispatched a mu¬ 
tual friend who introduced 


the pair. A few days lat¬ 
er, the same friend ap¬ 
proached Revuelta, want¬ 
ing to know if Castro could 
drop by her house. “Of 
course,” she replied. “Af¬ 
ter five o’clock, I’m always 
home.” 

Castro was briefly jailed 
soon after for leading an 
underground movement 
against strongman Fulgen- 
cio Batista, and he didn't 
turn up at Revuelta’s for 
months. But after he did, 
her home became a key 
planning area for the at¬ 
tack on the Moncada 
army barracks in eastern 
Cuba. 

Revuelta was “one of an 
extraordinary contingent 
of beautiful and/or highly 
intelligent women who, 
in effect, dedicated their 


lives to (Castro) and his 
cause,” Tad Szulc wrote in 
“Fidel: A Critical Portrait.” 
She handed over all of 
her savings of 6,000 pesos 
— then worth the same 
amount in dollars — to sup¬ 
port his movement, and 
later pawned her sap¬ 
phires, emeralds and dia¬ 
mond jewelry for his cause. 
She sewed fatigues for his 
rebels to wear, and de¬ 
livered Castro's uprising 
manifesto to top Havana 
newspaper editors. 

The 1953 barracks assault 
failed, with most of the reb¬ 
els killed and the rest cap¬ 
tured. Revuelta wrote to 
Castro frequently when he 
was in prison, sending him 
scores of books and an en¬ 
velope of sand to remind 
him of the beach. 

Castro’s prison love letters 
to Revuelta are one of the 
few glimpses into his closely 
guarded emotional side: “I 
am on fire. Write to me, for I 
cannot be without your let¬ 
ters,” he wrote in 1954. 
Castro and Diaz-Balart di¬ 
vorced, in part because 
one of his letters to Revuel¬ 
ta was mistakenly deliv¬ 
ered to his wife. 

Castro was freed in 1955, 
and he and Revuelta be¬ 
came lovers for what she 
said was the first time. She 
became pregnant, though 
she didn’t tell Castro until 
after he had fled to Mexico 
later that year. 

Castro then asked Revuel¬ 
ta to come to Mexico and 
marry him, but she refused, 
convinced he would not 
survive. Alina was born in 
March 1956, six months 
before Castro returned to 
Cuba and took to the Si¬ 
erra Maestra mountains. 
Castro did not recognize his 
daughter, and Revuelta’s 
estranged husband gave 
her his last name. Castro 
eventually told Alina at 12 
she could become a Cas¬ 
tro, but by then she didn’t 
want to, according to her 
memoir. 

After Castro’s forces top¬ 
pled Batista, Revuelta qui¬ 
etly began preparing for a 
role as Cuba’s first lady — 
but it was not meant to be, 
as Castro kept his distance. 
She and her husband di¬ 
vorced in 1959, and he 
took their daughter Nina to 
the United States.Q

4 from US drown 
off the Dominican 
Republic coast 

SANTO DOMINGO, Domini¬ 
can Republic (AP) — Au¬ 
thorities in the Dominican 
Republic say four people 
from the U.S. drowned 
in an incident along the 
country’s eastern coast¬ 
line. Civil Defense Director 
Amado Avila says the three 
men and a woman appar¬ 
ently got caught in strong 
currents off Playa Macao 
near the resort community 
of Punta Cana. The three 
men were identified as 
Kush, Jay and Ken Patel. 
The woman was identified 
as Kajal Patel. They ranged 
in age from 27 to 30. Their 
hometowns were not pro¬ 
vided but officials said all 
four lived in the United 
States. They were among 
12 members of an extend¬ 
ed family visiting Playa Ma¬ 
cao on Sunday when the 
incident occurred. One of 
the men was rescued alive 
from the sea but died on 
the way to a hospitalQ 

Report: 4 resort 
employees killed 
in Jamaica crash 

KINGSTON, Jamaica (AP) 

— Jamaican police say 
four men have died in 
a two-vehicle crash in a 
northern section of the 
Caribbean country. The 
Jamaica Constabulary 
Force did not immediately 
release the identities of 
the four dead men, who 
were traveling together in 
a Toyota Yaris. But Radio 
Jamaica reports that three 
were from the Dominican 
Republic and one was 
from Spain. Local media 
says the men worked for a 
Spanish company's beach 
resort on the Caribbean 
island. Police say the four 
were traveling in mostly 
rural Trelawny parish on 
Sunday when their sedan 
collided with a truck trav¬ 
eling in the opposite direc¬ 
tion. The men driving in the 
Toyota were pronounced 
dead at a local hospital. 
The driver of the truck has 
been reported in stable 
condition. □

Rangers Yu 
Darvish: “I 
didn’t quit 
on team.”

SURPRISE, Ariz. (AP) - Yu 

Darvish saved his best stuff 
for after his inning on the 
mound. The Texas Rangers 
ace, who was shut down 
last August with elbow in¬ 
flammation, threw 14 pitch¬ 
es without any discomfort 
on Sunday during an intra¬ 
squad game - his most ex¬ 
tensive work since the injury 
ended his 2014 season. 
Darvish struck out two of 
three batters he faced as 
curious Rangers fans, the 
usual large Japanese me¬ 
dia contingent that follows 
his every move and a tour¬ 
ing college team from Ja¬ 
pan watched through the 
fence on a back practice 
field behind Surprise Sta¬ 
dium. Afterward, the three¬ 
time All-Star described his 
outing as ‘’great," saying 
he was pleased with his per¬ 
formance, which included 
him hitting 94 mph on the 
radar gun. But while he 
dazzled onlookers, Darvish 
delivered a surprise follow¬ 
ing the workout by speak¬ 
ing to beat writers almost 
exclusively in English for the 
first time since joining the 
Rangers in 2012.

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Jordan, other NBA owners join Forbes’ billionaire list 


NEW YORK (AP) - Mi¬ 
chael Jordan and some 
other NBA owners have 
reached new heights, 
landing on Forbes world 
list of billionaires. 

Forbes released its list 
on Monday and noted 
that Jordan’s net worth 
is estimated at $1 billion, 
thanks to his well-timed 
investment in the Char¬ 
lotte Hornets. 

Steve Ballmer, who re¬ 
cently purchased the Los 
Angeles Clippers, tops 
the list of sports-related 
billionaires with a net 
worth of $21.5 billion. The 
net worth of NBA fran¬ 
chise values increased 
this past year after 
Ballmer bought the Clip¬ 
pers for $2 billion. 

Houston Rockets owner 
Leslie Alexander’s net 
worth is listed at $1.6 bil¬ 
lion and Chicago Bulls’ 
owner Jerry Reinsdorf 
is worth $1.3 billion, ac¬ 
cording to the magazine.

are newcomers to the list for the first time since The 52-year-old Jordan, 


a Hall of Fame player 
who won six NBA cham¬ 
pionships with the Bulls, 
reached billionaire status 
last June, according to 
the magazine. This is his 
first year on Forbes’ an¬ 
nual list which typically is 
released in March. 
Jordan acquired the ma¬ 
jority stake in the Hornets 
in 2010 for $175 million. 
Forbes last June listed 
Jordan's equity as own¬ 
er of the Hornets is $416 
million and his net worth 
outside of the team to be 
$600 million. 

Among the other no¬ 
tables of sports-related 
billionaires is Seahawks 
owner Paul Allen, worth 
$17.5 billion. 

Some other NFL owners to 
make the list include Ste¬ 
phen Ross (Dolphins, $6.5 
billion) Stanley Kroenke 
(Rams, $6.3 billion), Rob¬ 
ert Kraft (Patriots, $4.3 
billion) and Jerry Jones, 
(Cowboys, $4.2 billion).□

Standing in front of his 
locker, Darvish first shooed 
away Japanese reporters 
before addressing his in¬ 
jury and some of the criti¬ 
cism that followed. 

After making his last start 
on Aug. 9 Darvish was 
accused in some circles 
of quitting on the Rang¬ 
ers, an allegation he shut 
down with a choice Eng¬ 
lish curse word. 

"I didn't quit on the team. 
I love this ballclub. I've 
never done that in my life. 
That's not true," he said. 
Darvish didn't pitch over 
the final seven weeks 
last season due to what 
the team described as 
"mild elbow inflamma¬ 
tion." Darvish had initially 
said he could keep pitch¬ 
ing if the Rangers were in 
the playoff race, leading 
some to speculate about 
the actual severity of his 
injury. 

Darvish, though, ex¬ 
plained doctors advised 
him that if he kept pitch¬ 
ing he would be risking 


further damage to his el¬ 
bow ligament. He said he 
did not receive any injec¬ 
tions in the elbow. 

Clearly, something was 
lost in translation, prompt¬ 
ing to Darvish to say that 
the next step in his growth 
as a player is to "learn 
English." 

"I know that when people 
come to Japan and they 
never speak Japanese, 
we feel bad," he said. 
"If they speak Japanese, 
we feel good, so I have to 
be like that. If I can speak 
more English, it's easier to 
communicate." 

Darvish has been asked 
by manager Jeff Bannis¬ 
ter to take on more of a 


leadership role this sea¬ 
son, and the 28-year-old 
understands that to do 
that he has to overcome 
any language barrier with 
his teammates. He’s been 
working hard on his sec¬ 
ond language, getting a 
hand from pitcher Colby 
Lewis, who played in Ja¬ 
pan. 

Darvish, too, is fine tun¬ 
ing his vast repertoire of 
pitches. His strikeouts were 
vintage Darvish, fooling 
infielder Rougned Odor 
and Michael Choice with 
nasty off-speed deliveries. 
Darvish, who has gone 39- 
25 with a 3.27 ERA in three 
seasons since signing a six- 
year, $56 million contract, 


acknowledged there 
have been times when he 
could have been mental¬ 
ly tougher. 

"I can be more aggres¬ 
sive," he said. 

Darvish said he feels more 
comfortable physical 
and mentally than at any 
time in his career. He's at 
peace, in a good place 
and recently revealed 
that he and girlfriend

“You want 
to be in contention with 
nine holes to go, because 
anything can happen 
coming down the stretch. 
And it did." 

Not even Harrington could 
have written the script to 
his playoff victory at rain- 
soaked PGA National. 

He ran off four straight bird¬ 
ies on the back nine to take 
the lead. He gave it back 
with a 5-iron into the water 
for double bogey on the 
par-3 17th. He made a 15- 
foot birdie putt to force a 
playoff. And given a shot 
at redemption, he hit 5-iron 
to 3 feet on the 17th to win 
on the second playoff hole 
when 21-year-old rookie 
Daniel Berger hit into the 
water and made double 
bogey. 

Ten years after winning 
the Honda Classic for his 
first PGA Tour victory, Har¬ 
rington won it again. It was 
his first PGA Tour victory 
since he won the 2008 PGA 
Championship at Oakland 
Hills for back-to-back ma¬ 
jors. 

Harrington lost his card last 
year and needed a spon¬ 
sor's exemption to get in 


the Honda Clas¬ 
sic. Now he's eli¬ 
gible for the Mas¬ 
ters, The Players 
Championship 
and at least two 
World Golf Cham¬ 
pionships. He had 
fallen to No. 297 
in the world. The 
20th win of his ca¬ 
reer moved him to 
No. 82. 

None of that mat¬ 
tered to him as he 
sat next to the tro¬ 
phy, Irish eyes smil¬ 
ing bright as ever. 

“It’s not about 
what it means to 
my career or what 
it means going 
forward,” he said. 

“You don’t win 
that often. When 
you win, make 
sure you enjoy it." 
Harrington’s birdie 
on the 18th was the most 
meaningful putt he has 
holed since one from the 
same distance for par on 
the 18th at Oakland Hills. It 
gave him an even-par 70 
and the second chance 
he needed in a playoff 
over Berger, the hometown 
rookie who finished birdie- 
birdie for a 6-under 64. 

They finished at 6-under 
274, the survivors of a day 
in which five players had a 
share of the lead at some 
point, and four of them 
found water at the worst 
time. 

“It’s one of those golf cours¬ 
es where you get yourself 
in contention, it is a little 
bit uncomfortable,” Har¬ 
rington said. “But that’s the 
way it is.” 

That's how it was for Ian 
Poulter. 

He was staked to a three- 
shot lead going into the 
final round, which began 
Sunday afternoon because 
of rain delays. Poulter hit five 
shots into the water. One of 


them erased a three-shot 
lead. Another erased a 
two-shot lead. And when 
he hit two into the water 
on the 14th hole for triple 
bogey, he was done. Poul¬ 
ter finished birdie-birdie for 
a 75 to miss the playoff by 
one shot. 

“It's just bitterly disappoint¬ 
ing to put myself in the posi¬ 
tion I have, to play as well 
as I've played ... and a 
couple of loose shots has 
cost me this tournament,” 
Poulter said. “It’s a shame 
to hand tournaments 
away. I’ve handed one 
away this week.” 

That's how it was for Patrick 
Reed. 

He matched birdies with 
Harrington on the 14th 
hole and they were tied 
at 7 under when Reed hit 
his tee shot into the water 
and made double bogey. 
He bogeyed the next two 
holes, shot 73 and finished 
three shots behind. 

“I had three holes that kind 
of bit me,” he said. 

And ultimately, that’s how 


it was for Berger. He had 
a 15-foot birdie putt to win 
on the 18th in a playoff 
and narrowly missed. Then, 
he watched Harrington hit 
5-iron to within 3 feet on 
the 17th on the next playoff 
hole. 

“He’s a great player, and 
that shot on 17 was kind 
of a dagger in the heart,” 
Berger said. 

Paul Casey, who lost in a 
playoff at Riviera last week, 
was tied for the lead until a 
bogey on the 14th hole. He 
never caught up, missing a 
20-foot birdie putt on the 
18th that would have got 
him into another playoff. 
He closed with a 68. 

Casey tied for third with Rus¬ 
sell Knox (68) and moved to 
No. 45, getting him into the 
World Golf Championship 
at Doral. 

Phil Mickelson was four 
shots behind when the fi¬ 
nal round resumed Mon¬ 
day morning. He missed a 
10-foot par putt at No. 9, 
didn't make a birdie and 
shot 73 to tie for 17th. 


Harrington was five shots 
behind when he pulled his 
tee shot at No. 11, so far left 
it was on a muddied patch 
of grass that had been 
trampled by the gallery. He 
hit 4-iron at the right flag, 
over the water, to 15 feet 
for a birdie and a three- 
shot swing when Poulter hit 
into the water for double 
bogey. 

That was the start of four 
straight birdies. That one 
shot might explain one of 
the more complex minds 
in golf. In the lead with a 
good lie, he sees trouble. 
From behind and in trouble, 
he only sees opportunity. 
“I’m not going to win the 
tournament unless I take it 
on," he said. 

With a one-shot lead on the 
17th hole in regulation, he 
tried not to make a mistake 
and hit in the water. In a 
playoff on the 17th, he fired 
at the flag. 

“Believe it or not,” he said 
with a smile, “when I get in 
contention I can still hit the 
shots.”□ 
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Fenninger takes Vonn’s super-G 
lead with 2 wins in Bulgaria

BANSKO, Bulgaria (AP) — 

With less than three weeks 
of competition left, Anna 
Fenninger is on a roll. 

The Olympic champion 
from Austria overtook Lind¬ 
sey Vonn in the super-G 
standings and closed in 
on Tina Maze at the top 
of the overall World Cup 
standings with back-to- 
back victories in Bulgaria. 
The 25-year-old Fenninger 
won Monday’s super-G in 
1 minute, 14.59 seconds, 
beating Maze by 0.16 sec¬ 
onds. Vonn was third, 0.28 
seconds behind. 

The victories narrowed 
Maze's overall lead to 44 
points, while also pushing 
Fenninger ahead of Vonn 
in the super-G discipline 
standings. 

‘‘I couldn’t show my best 
skiing here because of the 
weather conditions but it’s 


been great,” Fenninger 
said. ‘‘I’ve had a perfect 
two days.” 

Although she gained 
ground ahead of the 
World Cup finish in Meribel, 
France, on March 22, Fen¬ 
ninger noted that Maze is 
set two compete in two 
slalom races that she’s 
likely to skip. 

“So you never know what 
will happen,” the Austrian 
said. “I have confidence 
... and I'll try to keep go¬ 
ing." 

Skiers raced under clear 
skies in the Pirin Moun¬ 
tains on Monday after fog 
forced two days of can¬ 
cellations and upset some 
competitors on Sunday.

DETROIT (AP) - Ndamukong 
Suh can test the open 
market when free agency 
begins March 10 after the 


Lions decided not to use 
the franchise tag on the 
star defensive tackle, ac¬ 
cording to a report on the 
team's website. 

Monday is the deadline for 


teams to designate fran¬ 
chise or transition players. 
The Lions did not officially 
confirm the decision to let 
the deadline pass without 
franchising their 28-year- 
old All-Pro, but the report 
on the team’s website said 
Detroit concluded that the 
franchise tag's price of 
around $27 million for Suh 
proved too daunting. 

Last month, general man¬ 
ager Martin Mayhew said 
he was optimistic about 
getting a deal done with 
Suh, but the franchise tag 
was probably the team’s 
best source of leverage, 
and even that would have 
come at a prohibitive cost. 


Suh has been a force in 
the middle of Detroit’s 
defensive line ever since 
the Lions drafted him with 
the second overall pick in 
2010. He has 36 sacks in five 
seasons, including 8 1/2 in 
2014, when the Lions made 
the playoffs as a wild card 
while boasting one of the 
league's top defenses. 

Suh has been hit with sev¬ 
eral fines in his career for 
his aggressive on-field ac¬ 
tions, and he was nearly 
suspended for Detroit’s 
playoff game at Dallas last 
season - a one-game ban 
for stepping on Green Bay 
quarterback Aaron Rodg¬ 
ers was overturned on ap¬ 


peal. But that occasional 
drama has done little to 
detract from Suh's over¬ 
all value to the Lions, who 
now face the prospect of 
having to bid against other 
teams for his services. 

Suh, quarterback Matthew 
Stafford and wide receiv¬ 
er Calvin Johnson - all of 
whom came to the Lions 
via high draft picks - have 
helped Detroit reach the 
postseason twice in the 
last four years. The Lions 
were able to secure Staf¬ 
ford and Johnson on long¬ 
term deals beyond their 
rookie contracts, but so far 
they’ve been unable to 
sign Suh.Q

Facebook is also experi¬ 
menting with drones and 
satellites, but Zuckerberg 
said that the focus on 
high-tech fixes was “sexy" 
though not as important 
as helping local tele¬ 
com operators grow their 
businesses.□

BARCELONA, Spain (AP) 

— Sci-fi solutions or mak¬ 
ing friends one at a time? 
Google and Facebook 
are taking different routes 
to expanding Internet use 
and access among the 
unconnected in develop¬ 
ing countries. 

The two Internet giants 
gave updates on their ef¬ 
forts— and differing ap¬ 
proaches— at the Mobile 
World Congress wireless 
show in Barcelona on 
Monday. 

And while Facebook CEO 
Mark Zuckerberg and 
Google Vice President 
Sundar Pichai said they 
would like to collaborate 
more, they both appear 
happy to continue on 
their own way. 

Zuckerberg said that in 
the past year, Internet, 
org, Facebook's fledgling 
effort to create new us¬ 
ers in countries with little 
or low Internet use, has 
launched its application 
with basic free services in 
six countries. 

Zuckerberg said the initial 
feedback from telecom 
partners in those countries 
was positive, calling the 
app an “onramp" for paid 
services. 

“Last year when we talk¬ 
ed, I basically said we 


wanted to go in this direc¬ 
tion,” Zuckerberg said. “It 
was my request to the in¬ 
dustry to find partners who 
would work on this with 
us. Since then we have 
worked on this program 
and we have launched in 
six countries — four in Afri¬ 
ca and Colombia and just 
a couple of weeks ago in 
India. 

“Even if they have never 
used Internet in their life, 
they have basic services 
they can use— communi¬ 
cation, health, education 
and jobs— and that basi¬ 
cally serves as an onramp 
so people can learn why 
they would want to pay 
for data. And we are find¬ 
ing that is growing paid 
subscribers and overall 
subscribers of the Inter¬ 
net." 

The app is customized for 
each country and tele¬ 
com operator so as to lure 
in new users while not hurt¬ 
ing the telecoms’ already 
existing base of custom¬ 
ers with free versions of 
services they already pay 
for. That is the reason why 
lnternet.org does not in¬ 
clude the WhatsApp mes¬ 
saging services, bought 
by Facebook last year. 
Mario Zanotti, Senior Vice 
President of Operations at 
Millicom, said that Inter¬ 
net.org was working well 


for his company’s business 
in Paraguay. 

"Internet is an abstract 
concept. We need to 
bring it down to earth," he 
said. 

Earlier, Pichai announced 
Google's plans to start 
testing the use of solar- 
powered drone aircraft as 
“floating cell towers” that 
could bring coverage to 
remote areas or even di¬ 
saster zones. 

He also said that Google's 
“Project Loon” to use 
high-altitude air balloons 
to provide coverage for 
rural areas had advanced 
to the point that they are 
expected to be ready in 
two years time. 

“The model is really begin¬ 
ning to work, so we have 
started large-scale test¬ 
ing,” he said. “You can 
imagine a constellation 
of balloons and planes 
together, which we can 
stitch together to create a 
mesh of floating cell tow¬ 
ers. That’s what we trying 
to do. 

“We will be flying these 
planes out in the coming 
few months. That’s the 
next big step for us.” 

While both executives 
said they would be willing 
to work more together— 
lnternet.org, for example, 
includes Google Search— 
they also made sure to un-

HP's Deal: Tech giant buys 
Aruba Networks for $2.7B

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Hewlett-Packard is buying 
wireless networking com¬ 
pany Aruba Networks for 
about $2.7 billion, in what 
amounts to HP’s first major 
acquisition since its disas¬ 
trous purchase of a British 
software company in 2011. 
Aruba, based in Sunnyvale, 
California, makes Wi-Fi net¬ 
working systems for shop¬ 
ping malls, corporate cam¬ 
puses, hotels and universi¬ 
ties. Its business has grown 
as more people are using 
mobile devices at work, 
school and elsewhere. Aru¬ 
ba may help HP capitalize 
on that trend, which has 
cut into sales of traditional 
HP products such as desk¬ 
top computers. 

The deal also could help 
HP compete with tech ri¬ 
vals such as Cisco Systems 
and gain new access to 
Asian markets, particularly 
in China. Cisco currently 
sells about half of all com¬ 
mercial wireless networking 
gear worldwide, accord¬ 
ing to UBS analyst Amitabh 
Passi. He estimates HP and 
Aruba combined will ac¬ 
count for 20 percent of 
global sales for such sys¬ 
tems. HP is seeking to ex¬ 
pand its tech portfolio 
for business customers at 
a time when it is preparing 
to split into two companies 
— one focused on selling 
computer systems and soft¬ 
ware to businesses, and the 
other selling personal com¬ 
puters and printers. That's 
part of HP CEO Meg Whit¬ 


man's plan for confronting 
a recent decline in sales. 
Buying Aruba gives HP “a 
faster growing, higher mar¬ 
gin business that fills a port¬ 
folio need without ‘betting 
the ranch’,” Bernstein ana¬ 
lyst Toni Sacconaghi wrote 
in a note Monday. 

Palo Alto, California-based 
HP is one of the industry’s 
giants, with $111 billion in 
sales last year, but it has 
struggled to adapt to re¬ 
cent tech trends and shift¬ 
ing customer preferences. 
Whitman has focused on 
cutting costs and reorga¬ 
nizing since she took the 
CEO job in 2011. She re¬ 
cently signaled she was 
ready to resume making 
strategic acquisitions, after 
buying a pair of small soft¬ 
ware companies last year. 
HP made a number of 
multi-billion-dollar acquisi¬ 
tions under two CEOs who 
preceded Whitman, and 
some of those deals proved 
costly. HP paid about $11 
billion for British software 
maker Autonomy in 2011. 
A year later, it was forced 
to write off $8.8 billion of 
that purchase as a loss, 
while blaming accounting 
irregularities that it said had 
inflated the value of Auton¬ 
omy’s business. 

With the Aruba deal, HP is 
paying $24.67 in cash for 
each Aruba share. That 
is slightly below Aruba's 
closing price of $24.81 
on Friday, but marks a 37 
percent premium to the 
roughly $18 that Aruba 
shares were trading for be¬ 
fore talks with HP were re¬ 
ported last weekO

NEW YORK (AP) — The 

Nasdaq composite closed 
above 5,000 for the first 
time since its dot-com era 
peak nearly 15 years ago 
after merger news and an 
encouraging economic 
report helped push U.S. 
stocks broadly higher on 
Monday. 

The major indexes rose from 
the start, with the Nasdaq 
passing the 5,000- mile¬ 
stone shortly before noon. 
The tech heavy index then 
dropped, before rising to¬ 
ward the close to end at 
5,008.10, just 40 points from 
its March 2000 record. 
Investors cheered a re¬ 
port from the govern¬ 


ment showing household 
incomes rose in January, 
though they spent less than 
a month earlier. Consumer 
discretionary stocks rose 
1.2 percent on the news, 
the most of the 10 indus¬ 
try sectors of the Standard 
and Poor’s 500 index. 
“Today, it’s about the con¬ 
sumer,” said David Joy, 
chief market strategist at 
Ameriprise Financial. “Con¬ 
sumers appear to be feel¬ 
ing a little bit better.” 

The S&P 500 closed up 
12.89 points, or 0.6 per¬ 
cent, to 2,117.39. The Dow 


Jones industrial average 
rose 155.93 points, or 0.9 
percent, to 18,288.63. The 
Nasdaq rose 44.57 points, 
or 0.9 percent. 

The broad gains on the first 
trading day of March came 
after the best monthly ad¬ 
vance for stocks in more 
than three years. The S&P 
500 climbed 5.5 percent in 
February, its biggest gain 
since October 2011. 

In deal news, NXP Semi¬ 
conductors said Sunday 
that it’s planning to ac¬ 
quire Freescale Semicon¬ 
ductor in an $11.8 billion 
deal. The merger would 
create the largest supplier 
of microchips for cars. 
NXP's stock jumped $14.67, 
or 17 percent, to $99.56. 


Freescale rose $4.25, or 12 
percent, to $40.36. 

Boards of both companies 
have already approved 
the deal. Regulators still 
need to sign off on it. 

In other deal news. Cardi¬ 
nal Health rose $1.53, or 1.7 
percent, to $89.52 after of¬ 
fering to buy a unit of John¬ 
son & Johnson that makes 
heart devices for approxi¬ 
mately $1.94 billion. 

In the U.S. government re¬ 
port, the dip in consumer 
spending in January was 
the second monthly drop 
in a row. But adjusted for in¬ 


flation, spending rose. And 
analysts are expecting the 
strong income gains will 
lead to more spending the 
rest of the year. 

Household income after 
taxes shot up 0.9 percent 
in January, the biggest 
gain in two years. 

Investors also were watch¬ 
ing developments over¬ 
seas. 

The People’s Bank of Chi¬ 
na cut interest rates for 
the second time in three 
months on Saturday, trim¬ 
ming the rate for one-year 
commercial loans to 5.35 
percent. 

It was the latest measure 
aimed at propping up 
growth in the world’s sec¬ 
ond-largest economy. The 


government has recently 
cut business taxes and 
boosted pay for govern¬ 
ment workers. 

Asian stock markets closed 
higher, but European in¬ 
dexes were mixed. 

Other stocks making big 
moves included Sotheby, 
which sank after the auc¬ 
tion house posted a big 
drop in quarterly earnings. 
Higher expenses weighed 
on the company's profits, 
which came in below an¬ 
alysts' estimates. Sotheby 
sank 61 cents, or 1.4 per¬ 
cent, to $43,340

SINJIL, West Bank - The Israeli 
elections scheduled for March 
17 should constitute a triumph, a 
celebration of democracy and 
a proud reminder that the na¬ 
tion in which Arab citizens have 
the most meaningful vote is, yes, 
Israel. 

Yet Israeli settlements here on 
the West Bank mar the elections, 
and the future of the country it¬ 
self. The 350,000 Israeli settlers in 
the West Bank - not even count¬ 
ing those in Arab East Jerusalem 
- impede any Middle East peace 
and stain Israel’s image. 

But let’s be clear: The reason to 
oppose settlements is not just 
that they are bad for Israel and 
America but also that this nib¬ 
bling of Arab land is just plain 
wrong. It’s a land grab. The result 
is a “brutal occupation force,” in 
the words of the late Avraham 
Shalom, a former chief of the Is¬ 
raeli internal security force, Shin 
Bet. 

Most Israeli settlers are not vio¬ 
lent. But plenty are - even ston¬ 
ing U.S. consular officials early 
this year - and they mostly get 
away with it because settle¬ 
ments are an arm of an expan¬ 
sive Israeli policy. The larger 
problem is not violent settlers but 
the occupation. 

“We planted 5,000 trees last 
year,” Mahmood Ahmed, a Pal¬ 
estinian farmer near Sinjil, told 
me. “Settlers cut them all down 
with shears or uprooted them.” 
Israel has enormous security 
challenges, but it’s hard to see 
the threat posed by 69-year-old 
Abed al-Majeed, who has sent 
all 12 of his children to university. 
He told me that he used to have 
300 sheep grazing on family land 
in Qusra but that nearby settlers 
often attack him when he is on 
his own land; he rolled up his 
pant leg to show a scar where, 
he said, a settler shot him in 2013. 
Now he is down to 100 sheep. 

“I can’t graze my sheep on my 
own land,” he said. “If I go there, 
settlers will beat me.” 

Sarit Michaeli of B’Tselem, an 
Israeli human rights group, ac¬ 
companied me here and said 
that the allegations are fully 
credible. Sometimes Palestinians 
exaggerate numbers, she said, 
but the larger pattern is undeni¬ 
able: “the expulsion of Palestin¬ 
ians from wide areas of their ag¬ 
ricultural land in the West Bank.” 
Elsewhere, I saw graffiti that said 


“Death to Arabs” in Hebrew, 
heard Palestinians say that their 
olive trees had been poisoned 
or their tires slashed, and talked 
to an Arab family whose house 
was firebombed in the middle 
of the night, leaving the children 
traumatized. 

The violence, of course, cuts 
both ways, and some Israeli set¬ 
tlers have been murdered by 
Palestinians. I just as easily could 
have talked to settler children 
traumatized by Palestinian vio¬ 
lence. But that’s the point: As 
long as Israel maintains these 
settlements, illegal in the eyes of 
most of the world, both sides will 
suffer. 

To its credit, Israel sometimes lets 
democratic institutions work for 
Palestinians. In the southern West 
Bank, I met farmers who, with the 
help of a watchdog group. Rab¬ 
bis for Human Rights, used Israeli 
courts to regain some land after 
being blocked by settlers. But 
they pointed wistfully at an olive 
grove that they are not allowed 
to enter because it is next to an 
outpost of a Jewish settlement. 
They haven’t been able to set 
foot in the orchard for years, 
but I, as an outsider, was able 
to walk right into it. A settler con¬ 
fronted me, declined to be inter¬ 
viewed and disappeared again 
- but the Palestinians who plant¬ 
ed the trees cannot harvest their 
own olives. 

A unit of Israeli soldiers soon 
showed up to make sure there 
was no trouble. They were re¬ 
spectful, but, if they were really 
there to administer the law, they 
would dismantle the settlement 
outpost, which is illegal under Is¬ 
raeli as well as international law. 
Kerem Navot, an Israeli civil soci¬ 
ety organization, has document¬ 
ed “the wholesale takeover of 
agricultural lands” by Israeli set¬ 
tlers. It notes that this takeover 
is backed by the Israeli govern¬ 
ment “despite the blatant il¬ 
legality of much of the activity, 
even in terms of Israeli law.” 
There are, of course, far worse 
human rights abuses in the Mid¬ 
dle East; indeed, Israeli journal¬ 
ists, lawyers, historians and aid 
groups are often exquisitely fair 
to Palestinians. Yet the occupa¬ 
tion is particularly offensive to 
me because it is conducted by 
the U.S. ally, underwritten with 
our tax dollars, supported by 
tax-deductible contributions to 
settlement groups and carried 
out by U.S. bulldozers and weap¬ 
onry, and presided over by a 
prime minister who is scheduled 
to speak to Congress next week. 
At a time when Saudi Arabia is 
flogging dissidents, Egypt is sen¬ 
tencing them to death and Syria 
is bombing them, Israel should 
stand as a model. Unfortunately, 
it squanders political capital and 
antagonizes even its friends with 
its naked land grab in the West 
Bank. That’s something that 
Prime Minister Benjamin Netan¬ 
yahu might discuss in his address 
to Congress.

Another presidential campaign 
is taking shape, and potential 
Republican candidates are be¬ 
ginning to speak with extra care 
- and sometimes with censorious 
hellfire - about certain social is¬ 
sues. As ever, they’re bowing to 
a bloc of voters described as 
Christian conservatives. 

But these voters are a minority of 
Christians. They’re not such rep¬ 
resentative conservatives. 

They have a disproportionate 
sway over the Republican Party. 
And because of that, they have 
an outsize influence on the na¬ 
tional debate. 

That’s an inescapable takeaway 
from new data compiled by the 
Public Religion Research Insti¬ 
tute, a nonpartisan group that 
interviewed more than 50,000 
Americans last year. 

To put together what it is calling 
the American Values Atlas, the 
institute divided survey respon¬ 
dents into more than a dozen 
faith-related categories, some 
of which factored racial identity 
into the equation as well. White 
evangelical Protestants and 
black Protestants are separate 
groups, as are white Catholics 
and Hispanic Catholics. 

The institute looked at three is¬ 
sues: gay marriage, abortion 
and immigration. 

It gave me a sneak peek at the 
results, being released in full on 
Wednesday, and also did some 
special analyses. 


Among religious groups with 
large populations, white evan¬ 
gelical Protestants, who repre¬ 
sent 18 percent of all Americans 
but 36 percent of self-identified 
Republicans, according to the 
survey, stood out as the most 
conservative. If you looked at 
the responses of all Republicans 
minus this evangelical subset, 
you saw a remarkably different 
party. 

Among all Republicans, 35 per¬ 
cent favored the legalization 
of gay marriage, while 58 per¬ 
cent opposed it. But subtract 
the white evangelicals and the 
spread changes: 45 to 47. The 
party becomes almost evenly 
divided, in bold contrast to the 
decidedly negative stance that 
most Republican congressional 
leaders take. 

Just 39 percent of all Republi¬ 
cans said that abortion should 
be legal in all or most cases, 
while 58 percent said that it 
shouldn’t. Subtract the white 
evangelicals and again there’s 
another nearly even split: 48 to 
49 percent. So the party’s anti¬ 
choice ardor makes sense chief¬ 
ly in terms of evangelicals. 

In fact Republican voters who 
aren’t evangelical are prob¬ 
ably even more socially liberal 
than those even-split numbers 
suggest, because the institute’s 
survey counted as Republican 
or Democrat only those respon¬ 
dents who readily identified 
themselves that way. It didn’t 
press others on whether they 
typically voted for one party, so 
the share of voters it categorized 
as independent was unusually 
large: 40 percent. In other words, 
its Republicans were the most 
committed Republicans. 

“If you added in independents 
who lean Republican, you 
would expect to see the support 
for same-sex marriage and the 
support for abortion rise, precise¬ 
ly because they tend to be less 
ideologically oriented,” Robert 
Jones, the head of the institute, 
told me. 

And you’d see that white evan¬ 
gelical Protestants “tend to 
be outliers today on issues like 
same-sex marriage,” he said. He 


added that in the 1980s, when 
Jerry Falwell and others referred 
to white evangelical Protestants 
as part of a “moral majority,” the 
designation was overblown but 
perhaps arguable. 

“Today, on these key, bellwether 
issues like same-sex marriage, it’s 
no longer true,” Jones said. 

While 55 percent of all Ameri¬ 
cans, 52 percent of white Cath¬ 
olics and 42 percent of Hispanic 
Catholics said that abortion 
should be legal in all or most cas¬ 
es, just 32 percent of white evan¬ 
gelical Protestants responded 
that way. 

In terms of allowing gays and les¬ 
bians to marry legally, 77 percent 
of Jews and at least 60 percent 
of all three Catholic subgroups - 
white Catholics, Hispanic Catho¬ 
lics and “other non-white Catho¬ 
lics” - said they favored it. So did 
more than 60 percent of white 
mainline Protestants. 

But white evangelical Protes¬ 
tants? 

Just 28 percent. 

According to the survey, there 
are just seven American states 

- Alabama, Mississippi, Arkan¬ 
sas, West Virginia, South Caro¬ 
lina, Tennessee and Kentucky 

- where more than 50 percent of 
voters oppose gay marriage. 

All of them “have white evan¬ 
gelical Protestant populations 
of one-third or more,” Jones told 
me. “There’s basically a linear re¬ 
lationship between the number 
of white evangelical Protestants 
and opposition to same-sex mar¬ 
riage.” 

And when survey respondents 
were asked whether immigrants 
“strengthen the U.S.” or “are a 
burden,” the only religious group 
in which fewer people said 
“strengthen” than “burden” was 
white evangelical Protestants. 
The spread was 36 to 53 percent. 
Among all Americans, the 
spread was the opposite, with 
55 percent saying “strengthen” 
and 36 saying “burden.” 

The conversation on Capitol Hill 
doesn’t exactly reflect that. In¬ 
stead it suggests, accurately, 
that some voters’ voices are 
louder than others’, and are bet¬ 
ter heard.□

NASA spacecraft making first visit to dwarf planet

PASADENA, California (AP) 

— A NASA spacecraft is 
about to reach the end of 
a nearly eight-year journey 
and make the first rendez¬ 
vous with a dwarf planet. 
The Dawn craft will slip into 
orbit Friday around Ceres, 
a dwarf planet the size of 
Texas. Unlike robotic land¬ 
ings or other orbit captures, 
the arrival won't be a nail- 
biter. Still, Dawn had to 
travel some 3 billion miles (5 
billion kilometers) to reach 
the largest object in the as¬ 
teroid belt between Mars 
and Jupiter. 

“It’s been a roller coaster 
ride. It’s been extremely 
thrilling,” project manager 
Robert Mase of the NASA 
Jet Propulsion Laboratory 
said Monday. 

Ceres is the first of two dwarf 
planets to receive visitors 
this year. NASA's New Hori¬ 
zons spacecraft is barreling

journey at the asteroid Ves¬ 
ta. It beamed back more 
than 30,000 images of the 
rocky world inside the as¬ 
teroid belt before heading 
to its final destination. 

As Dawn approached Ce¬ 
res, it snapped pictures of 
the dwarf planet, revealing 
two mysterious bright spots 
inside a crater. Scientists will 
have to wait until the craft 
spirals closer to the surface 
in the coming months to 
get sharper images. It will 
get as close as 235 miles 
(400 kilometers) above Ce¬ 
res’ surface, or roughly the 
distance of the Interna¬ 
tional Space Station above 
Earth. Last year, European 
researchers not connected 
with the mission detected 
water plumes spewing from 
two regions on Ceres. The 
source of the plumes re¬ 
mains unclear. 

Deputy project scientist 
Carol Raymond said the 
shiny spots — possibly ex¬ 


posed ice or salt — were a 
surprise and could be relat¬ 
ed to the plumes. 

Dawn carries an instrument 
that should be able to de¬ 
tect the plumes if the sur¬ 
face is still active, Raymond 
said. 

The $473 million Dawn mis¬ 
sion is the first to target two 
different celestial objects 
to better understand how 
the solar system evolved. 
It’s powered by ion propul¬ 
sion engines, which provide 
gentle yet constant accel¬ 
eration. Vesta and Ceres 
reside in a zone between 
Mars and Jupiter that’s lit¬ 
tered with space rocks 
that never grew to be full- 
fledged planets. 

Dawn entered orbit around 
Vesta in 2011 and spent a 
year photographing the 
lumpy surface and taking 
measurements of the sec¬ 
ond massive object in the 
asteroid belt from different 
altitudes. □ 


Myanmar captures rare white elephant 

in western jungles 


YANGON, Myanmar (AP) — 

Myanmar’s forestry depart¬ 
ment has captured a rare 
white elephant in the jun¬ 
gles of the country’s west¬ 
ern Ayeyarwaddy region, 
an official said Sunday. 
The 7-year-old female was 
captured Friday, six weeks 
after it was initially spot¬ 
ted in a reserve in Pathein 
township, forestry official 
Tun Tun Oo said. It's the 


ninth white elephant in 
captivity in the country. 
“We had to be careful,” Tun 
Tun Oo said of the 1.9-me- 
ter-tall (6-foot-3) elephant. 
“It’s wild. We didn’t want 
the elephant or the forestry 
department officials to get 
hurt." 

White elephants, which 
are actually albinos, have 
been revered for centuries 
in Myanmar, Thailand, Laos 


and other Asian nations. 
Often pinkish in color, with 
fair eyelashes and toenails, 
the animals were normally 
kept and pampered by 
monarchs as symbols of 
royal power and prosper¬ 
ity — and many people 
still believe they bring 
good luck to the country. 
Myanmar already has 
eight white elephants in 
captivity, most from the 
Ayeyarwaddy region.Q

NEW YORK (AP) — Veroni¬ 
ca Roth fans can start the 
countdown. 

The “Divergent” author 
is set to write a new two- 
book series, HarperCollins 
Children’s Books told The 
Associated Press on Mon¬ 
day. The books currently 
are untitled, with the first 
one expected in 2017 and 
the next in 2018. 

Roth and her publisher of¬ 
fered few specifics, beyond 
saying the series is in “the 
vein of ‘Star Wars’” and will 
tell of a boy’s “unlikely alli¬ 
ance” with an enemy. 
“Both desperate to escape 
their oppressive lives, they 
help each other attain 
what they most desire: for 
one, redemption, and the 
other, revenge,” the pub¬ 
lisher announced. 

In a recent email to the AP, 
Roth wrote that “The idea 
started with a character. 
All the other elements — 
setting, world, even a sub¬ 
stantial portion of the plot 
— came after." She added 


that while she had a “pret¬ 
ty detailed” outline for the 
new series, she was still in 
the early stages of writing. 
“That's why I’m being so 
vague,” she explained. 
“Divergent," a Dystopian 
trilogy Roth completed in 


2013, has sold more than 
30 million copies and along 
with Suzanne Collins’ “The 
Hunger Games” and John 
Green's books helped per¬ 
petuate the strong growth 
of young adult novels. The 
first “Divergent" movie. 


starring Shailene Woodley 
as teen heroine Tris Prior, 
came out a year ago and 
quickly earned more than 
$100 million at the box of¬ 
fice. Three more movies 
are planned, starting with 
the March 20 release of 
“Insurgent.” 


A Chicago resident, the 
26-year-old Roth was still in 
college when she began 
“Divergent,” writing it in her 
jammies while on winter 
break from Northwestern 
University. She is now one 
of the world’s most popular 
authors. 

“I think I’d have to be a 
robot not to occasion¬ 
ally worry about expecta¬ 
tions!” she wrote to the AP. 
“But mostly I try to trust my 
instincts. It helps that I’m 
really in love with this proj¬ 
ect — that makes it a joy to 
work on. 

“I’ve been really taking my 
time with it," she said of fhe 
new series. “I've wriffen 
huge sections a certain 
way only to cut them and 
start again. I’ve stepped 
away for a while, to work 
on other things, and then 
come back when I have 
better perspective. I’ve 
been more patient with 
myself and with the story. 
I’ve expanded my collec¬ 
tion of comforfable pants 
and snack foods. If’s all 
working quite well so far.’O
